Is it Dissolution? 

From ulmost every District wg hoar 
of active canvassing by tools of the 
Govonimout. Every little trick is re- 
sorted to. The moat trilling oxpcndi- 
ture of public money is made -with a 
distinct view to the manufacture of po- 
litical capital for the Government. 
With this object every dollar is sought 
to be turned to account; but with what 
success remains to be seen. It may 
safely be presumed, however, that in- 
telligent, reading people are not in 
much danger of being misled by peo- 
ple hired, it may be bribed, with their 
own money to make them believe that 
black is white. The signs of the times 
would appear to indicate the near ai>- 
proaoh of dissolution. And it is not easy 
to understand how the Government 
can meet the old House. Their policy 
(save the mark I) has completely brok- 
en down— gone to pieces plank by 
plank, and they have not the ability to 
to patch up a new one. According to 
the spirit and working of Responsible 
Qovernmeut the Ministry have no 
choice but to resign or dissolve the 
House. We question very much 
ifjthey possess sufficient uiagnanimitj 
to do the one or courage to do the 
other. We should rather incline to 
the belief that they will hang on to of- 
fice and avoid an appeal to the people 
aslong as possible; and it seema not 
improbable that the present election- 
eering is the result of uncertainty as 
to the course they may be compelled 
to take. Most persons will undoubt- 
edly pray for dissolution. Important 
queationg vfUoh neither can nor should 
bd dealt yritix by a House elected near- 
ly four years ago under an entirely 
dlfiferent &tate of things, and which 
there is too much reason to believe ddes 
not represent public opinion, are urg- 
ently pressing for settlement; and for 
the present House to be allowed to 
drag out the remaining year of its al- 
lotted terra is simply for Columbia to 
Bacrifice another year of precious time 
and by so much delay the adjustment 
of tho.so important questions upon 
vrhich prosperity and publi(; content 
must so largely depend. It is of the 
very first importance that a Hou.se 
composed of members fresh from 
the polls shall ho called 
to deal with groat ovornlmdowiug ques- 
tions which had no oiiatenco at the time 
the present one was elected. It will soon 
b3 Been \rhuthe.- the Qt>verDment will 
perpetrate suoh a rape upon the Goustitu 
tion as to attempt to deal with these issue 
iu a moribun d Parliament. In the mean 
time let the electors be on their guard 
against the insidious approach of Gov- 
ernment hirelings, who are emplojed al 
the expense of the tas-poyers to bamboozle 
people. What ia uioat wanted is a fair and 
nnbiasocl oxprosaion of public opinion at 
tLo ballot-box, and thuc will liu better at- 
tained without any of the corruptiug in- 
fluences to wliich we alUiilo. Surely the 
present Administration have, through 
recldess and ill-iu.maged borrowing and 
prodigal and unproductive expenditure, 
already piled up a soiBcisnt legacy of 
debt, without increasing it still further 
in this fdsliiou.

£aspyo.x Mr. Glenn una Aleck wore fired 
Qj>OQ hj the Indians, who tried to stop 
the pack-train. > ftergottinRby tlie lios- 
tilo Indians Glenn luid CUiUun, with a 
Lorso liidon with provisiniiii and blankets, 
started on alono. They tiavoKHl for si.v 
dftva, whon they jiartcul conipiiny, 
littviiig difl'orod us to tho ronto, Cilonn 
leaviag the horse with Oulleuaud taking,' 
« pack on his back. Tbej thoagbt tho\ 
vrere then only 100 miles from Stickcun 
River; but tho distance ])rovod iiiilos. 
Glonn was twelve days in roiich- 
iug Slickeeii, f(jr six days 
ha had only a cup of beans and a pound 
of barley to subsist upon. Ho reported 
tho condition of tho uacktrain to Mr. Sul- 
livan; but no action was taken fora week, 
when Mr. Humpliroys offered to go out 
and turn the packti-aius back and rescue 
CuUen for $250; but this misorablo sum 
was rofuBcd him, and tho packtruius wore 
left to flounder on over the Govoi nmeut 
trail until, overtaken by the snows, they 
ware glad to abandon most of their packs 
•nd aevaral of tbeir animalB to eecape 
irith their lives. Cullen has not since 
lieen heard from. He probably starved 
to death, or if he turned back he must 
hare lost his way, as the trail was only 
blazed on one side, facing to the souih- 
•aat. Mr. Glenn describes the trail as a 
gigantic fraud, a mantrap and a disgrace 
to tha Qovernment.
